ognomer this noted many times: and tudged the

The face ſeen hollow, from the beginning of the 
foꝛhead, vnto tie end ot ihe chin, that the noſe and 
mouth ſœme placed. as they were in a valley,doth

the multitude of @perme, muſt the receptacleof 
neceſſity be great and large, that the ſame nay re⸗ 
teiue and containe the Sperme, oꝛ matter of the 
Sperme, vnto the digeſting of it.

Hehad a big head, the noſe exceeding hawked and 
great, the lips ſomwhat thin. the chin round, and 
pitted pꝛ dented in, the eyes bigge, and ſomwhat 
bearing out, the necke ſhot , vet not ſufficiently 


ſtrong, the bꝛeaſt and backe large, the loynes and 


flankes ſaffictent great, the bellp fleſhy, the but⸗ 
fockes reaſonable large: the haunches and legges 
fender :; pet ſufficient big vnto the length: of the 
feet doth the Phyſiognomer here nothing vtter. 
Thus in pꝛopoꝛtioning al the members together, 
the Phyſtognomerp2onounced, that this mighty 
King was ſhoꝛt liued: and that his death pꝛocee⸗ 
ded by a Catheral and feeble matter, fuming from

The upſiognomers reaſon of this Judge⸗ 
ment was, in that his heade, noſe, and bꝛeaſt, it.

Her was alſo knowne to ber Luxurious, and 
the reaſon agreeable (is aboue vttered ofthe Phy- 
ſiognomer) which confirmeth that thenoaſyment 
which ought by due nature to bee conuerted, and 
runne vnto the hanches and legges, was by that 
maner of life, othertviſe tonuerted into Sperme.

And the ſelfe-ſame (he repoꝛteth) that the Aqui⸗ 
line oꝛ hawked noſe, did ſomwhat depꝛeſſe. But 
the eminencie oꝛ bearing out of the epes, ſigni⸗ 
fied, that the foꝛe bentricle of the bꝛaine, was 
Flegmaticke : which to conclude, foztified (as he

motion: the legges (to be bꝛiefe) wer ſeene ſlender 
in compoſition. As touching the lawdable pꝛaiſes 
ofthis King , the Phyſiogndner found not ani? 
iuſtly to repoꝛt: in that his vices were ſo knowne 
vnfo many, and divulgated (in a manner) euerie 
where. | 
But in returning vnto the purpoſe, there was 
another Aquiline noſe, which could not ſo wel put 
in pꝛactiſe, oꝛ exerciſe his gouerment, as the other 


aboue vttered, whoſe name was Codrus (a man

Df which notes, Almanſor ſecundus vftreth, 
that the ſharpeneſſe of the noſe, the long neck, the 
voice ſharpe 02 mall, and the comlinelle of cam- 
plexton, demonſtrated togither a dꝛyneſle in that 
creature, thoꝛough the part of the chollericke qua⸗ 
lity. But his compoſition ol bodie, was founde 
ſmall: and the place ofthe Stomacke, deſcerned 
narrow: his digeſtion alſo of meate, was known 
to be both weake and ſmall, thzongh the litle and 
narrow ſkomack: his heart was found to be colde 
though the length or his necke: he was beſides 
couetous and fearefull, which is contrarie vnto 
magnanimitie oꝛ boldneffe : in that the ſame pꝛo⸗ 
teedeth of a hot quality. Pet hadde this perſon a 
ready wit, thꝛough the comeip foʒme of the head, 
ſoꝛaſmuch as the knitting and coniopuing ok 
the ſpirits was lawdable, by which, the deſcent 
D2cane aptly ſerued vnto reaſon 2 eſpeciallp, fo2 

the eminencie of the foꝛe⸗heade in bꝛeadth: But 
the bꝛeaſt, the Nibbes, the Yeeies,and the neckhe, 
were founde all efteminate, which (as aboue vis 
tered} ber contrarie vnto magnanimitie : the A-

The woꝛthy Conciliatorerepozteth, ᷣ when 
the neather part about the veyſande, the ſheal- 
ders, and bꝛeaſt, ſhall be eau! diſtinguiſhed⸗ and 
flatte: doe ſigniũe the rudeneſle 67witte , and ſw- 
liſhneſſe : and that ſuch a perſon not ts be apt, to 
attaine any ſpeclall handy craif, .. 

hen the wepſande beneath , hall be farrs 
dyſtant from the ſhoulders , and large: doth de- 
note ſuch a perſon. to be of a feeble courage.
